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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
BERKLEY,  MASS. 

1952  - 1953 

Our  total  Town  Budget  this  year  as  submitted  by  the  various 
Departments  totals  $106,190.54.  This  is  more  than  sixteen 
thousand  dollars  greater  than  the  budget  submitted  in  1952. 
Therefore,  we  believe  that  our  tax  rate  this  year  will  be  about 
sixty-six  dollars  per  thousand.  Since  we  do  not  know  at  this  time 
what  the  State  Reimbursements  will  be  we  must  emphisize  that  this 
figure  is  only  an  approximation.  However,  assuming  there  will 
be  no  substantial  increase  in  assessed  valuation  this  year,  it  is  well 
to  expect  that  a definite  raise  in  our  tax  rate  is  in  the  making. 

The  increase  in  our  Town  Budget  for  1953  is  due  chiefly  to 
the  ever  growing  cost  of  the  Welfare  Department,  Old  Age  Assis- 
tance, Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  and  of  the  School  Department. 
These  items  approximate  75  per  cent  of  our  total  appropriations. 
After  discussing  the  corresponding  budgets  with  each  department 
in  the  remaining  category,  we  feel  that  it  is  virtually  impossible 
to  reduce  any  figures  to  materially  affect  the  pending  tax  rate. 

This  year  we  have  financial  obligations  and  additional  re- 
quests for  appropriations  which  are  over  and  above  our  normal 
annual  budget.  Among  these  items  confronting  us  are  the 
$2,000.00  payment  for  the  school  heating  system;  requests  for 
$300.00  to  establish  a dental  clinic;  $250.00  for  snow  fence;  and 
$500.00  for  road  repair  on  Myricks  Street.  Therefore,  it  is  the 
recommendation  of  the  finance  committee  to  transfer  a sum  of 
money,  not  to  exceed  six  thousand  dollars,  from  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  1953  tax  rate. 
We  recommend  this  transfer  of  funds  with  the  anticipation  that 
our  tax  rate  will  not  exceed  $6 0.00  per  thousand. 

We  feel  that  at  the  present  time  Berkley  has  a sound  reserve 
in  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund.  We  have  here  about  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  of  which,  approximately  thirty  thousand  dollars 
is  cash. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Officers  and  Departments  for  submitting 
their  budgets  this  year  in  compliance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town;  and  we  wish  to  thank  those  same  persons  for  their  co- 
operation, consideration,  and  patience  in  helping  with  the  work 
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of  the  Finance  Committee.  Our  recommendations  and  estimates 
of  each  department  are  submitted  herewith.

ARTICLE  1 — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  2 — To  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Officers,  or  act 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  3 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a sum  of  money  for  the  Public  Library,  including  the  Dog 
Fund,  Library  Basement,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  4 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $425.00  to  be  expended  in  the  suppressing  of  the  gypsy 
or  brown  tail  moths;  also,  $213.00  for  Dutch  Elm  disease  control, 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  5 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  the  cemeteries  and  for  the 
care  of  soldiers’  and  sailors’  graves,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  6 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  for  the  current  financial  year,  and 
to  issue  a note,  or  notes,  therefor  in  accordance  with  the  Provisions 
of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  or  act  thereon.

ARTICLE  26 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  nominate  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  the  erection  or  estab- 
lishment of  a suitable  permanent  war  memorial  for  war  veterans, 
said  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator,  or  act  thereon. 


ARTICLE  27 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  nominate  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  enlarging  and  mo- 
dernizing the  Fire  Department  and  Fire  Equipment  of  Berkley. 
Said  committee  to  include  Town  Treasurer,  Fire  Chief,  2 Finance 
Committee  Members,  2 Selectmen,  1 member  at  large,  all  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator.  Said  committee  to  report  back  to 
the  Town  within  three  months,  or  act  thereon. 


ARTICLE  28 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
the  County  Commissioners  of  Bristol  County  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  public  highways  for  the  ensuing  year, 
or  act  thereon. 


ARTICLE  29 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  1, 
Section  2,  of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  striking  out  the  words  "after 
the  first  Saturday”  in  the  first  sentence  so  that  it  will  read  as 
follows:  "there  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second  Monday 
in  March”,  etc.,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  30— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol- 
lowing by-law  to  be  known  as  Article  11,  Section  1. 

No  person  shall  remove  any  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from 
any  land  not  in  public  use  without  written  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  except  incidentally  to  the  construction  or 
alteration  of  buildings  thereon,  or  in  connection  with  the  im- 
provement of  said  land  by  planting,  landscaping,  or  grading.  The 
Board  may  include  in  the  permit  such  reasonable  conditions  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  neighborhood, 
including  conditions  as  to  distance  from  highways  where  removal 
operations  shall  be  allowed,  the  method  of  removal,  the  re-estab- 
lishment of  ground  levels  and  grades,  and  the  planting  of  the 
area  to  suitable  cover.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  Fifty  Dollars  for  first  offense; 
One  Hundred  Dollars  for  second  offense;  and  Two  Hundred 
Dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense. 
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SELECTMEN  S REPORT 

With  regret  we  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Pilling  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  October  27,  1952.  Mr.  Pilling  had 
been  a member  of  the  Board  since  1945  and  now  resides  in  the 
Town  of  Dighton. 

The  Town  continues  to  be  in  good  financial  condition  at  the 
present  {ime.  The  only  outstanding  debt  is  the  School  Heating 
System  note.  During  1952  we  established  a Welfare  Office  in 
the  school  basement  and  employed  Mrs.  Parent,  a qualified  Civil 
Service  Worker,  as  our  Social  Worker.  There  will  be  need 
for  a larger  appropriation  for  the  Welfare  Department  in  1953 
in  order  to  carry  on  the  Welfare  Program.  It  is  recommended  by 
the  Public  Works  Department  that  the  Town  raise  an  additional 
$500.00  for  Chapter  90  to  resurface  the  part  of  Myricks  St.  that 
was  widened  last  year.  Some  action  must  be  taken  by  the  Town 
in  regard  to  the  Water  condition  at  the  school  if  regular  class 
sessions  are  to  be  maintained.  In  continuing  to  improve  our 
Town  Offices  we  propose  that  money  be  appropriated  to  establish 
an  Office  for  the  Assessors  in  the  school  basement. 

We  would  like  to  stress  to  all  tax  payers  the  importance  of 
attending  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  expressing  your  views, 
for  the  appropriations  voted  at  this  meeting  will  decide  your  tax 
rate.  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  will  be  held  in  the  school 
basement. 

We  thank  all  the  Town  Officials  and  others  for  their  excellent 
cooperation  in  conducting  the  Town  business  for  the  year.

SOCIAL  WORKER  S REPORT 

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

The  activities  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1952  have  included  the  administration 
of  the  following  programs: 

Old  Age  Assistance 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
Disability  Assistance 
General  Relief 

Old  Age  Assistance 

The  increased  costs  of  public  relief  is  probably  due  to  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  Program;  but  this  does  not  in  any  way  reflect 
upon  the  administration  of  the  program,  but  is  entirely  due  to 
the  existing  laws  of  the  State  and  Federal  Government. 

On  October  1,  1952,  there  was  an  increase  in  Federal  parti- 
cipation in  this  category;  namely,  one-half  up  to  $55.00  plus 
$7.50,  per  case  per  month.  Last  year,  it  was  50%  up  to  $50.00 
plus  $5.00  per  case  per  month.  This  new  formula  was  used  in 
preparing  payrolls  from  October  1952,  on.

As  Chairman  of  the  Heating  Committee  I herewith  submit 
a report  of  the  work  done  by  the  committee. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  firm  of  Babbitt  & Simmons 
of  Taunton  who  was  the  lowest  of  all  bidders,  both  sub  contract 
and  full  contract.  The  bidding  was  called  for  on  specifications 
drawn  up  by  Mr.  Carl  W.  Larson,  Registered  Engineer  of  Boston. 
The  work  was  completed  March  12,  1952  upon  notice  from  the 
contractor.  On  March  28th  the  committee  met  at  the  school 
with  Mr.  Larson  who  explained  the  system  in  full  to  us  and  gave 
his  final  approval  for  the  work  done  and  the  carrying  out  of  the 
contract  by  the  heating  contractor.  On  May  13th  the  final  bill 
of  the  contractor  was  signed  and  delivered  to  the  treasurer  for 
payment. 

We  feel  that  the  school  has  a very  good  system  and  shows  a 
marked  improvement  over  the  old  method  of  heating  the  building. 
We  trust  that  we  have  served  the  Town  in  its  best  interest  and 
feel  that  we  have  carried  out  to  the  best  of  our  ability  the  work 
that  was  assigned  to  us.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

1952  being  a presidential  election  year  was  a busy  one  for 
the  Registrars.  The  listing  of  persons  20  years  of  age  and  older 
was  carried  out  in  January  and  February,  resulting  in  the  listing  of 
434  men  and  438  women  for  a total  of  872  as  of  January  1,  1952. 

Special  registration  sessions  were  held  at  Myricks  on  Jan- 
uary 26  and  September  27,  and  full  sessions  of  ten  hours  each 
were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  February  12,  March  28,  August  15 
and  October  3.  At  these  sessions  a total  of  94  new  voters  were 
registered.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  716  voters  were  registered 
in  Berkley,  361  men  and  355  women.  Of  this  total  56  are 
registered  as  Democratic,  350  as  Republican,  with  310  unenrolled 
in  either  political  party.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To:  The  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Town  of  Berkley 
Gentlemen: 

As  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  of  1952. 

Having  been  appointed  as  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
on  the  20th  day  of  March,  1952,  an  inspection  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment equipment  was  made,  the  fire  truck  was  in  fair  condi- 
tion, the  high  pressure  motor  pump  was  in  poor  condition  and 
could  not  be  started,  it  was  sent  out  for  repairs  and  has  been  in 
proper  working  order  since.  The  marine  water  pump  was  also 
completely  overhauled  and  is  in  good  order. 

Six  hundred  feet  of  fire  hose  was  found  to  be  from  fair  to 
poor  condition,  300  feet  of  new  hose  was  purchased.  A total  of 
14  water  spray  cans  were  located,  8 of  them  were  in  good  order, 
9 new  cans  were  purchased. 

The  Town  Police  Association  donated  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  use  on  the  fire  truck,  a battery  power  spot  light,  14  call 
firemen  were  appointed  as  deputy  fire  wardens  and  they  are  located 
as  follows:  2 Myricks,  2 Bayview,  2 North  Berkley  St.,  2 South 
Berkley  St.,  2 Berkley  Common,  1 Jerome  St.,  1 Locust  St.,  2 
assigned  as  engineers  on  the  fire  truck,  1 Deputy  on  Berkley  St. 
and  1 Deputy  in  Myricks  were  assigned  the  task  of  issuing  fire 
permits. 

There  were  27  grass  and  brush  fires,  4 house  fires,  1 auto 
fire,  and  1 outside  call  for  assistance. 

On  April  1st  the  fire  extinguishers  were  inspected  at  the 
Berkley  School,  and  also  in  April  the  grounds  on  Berkley  Com- 
mon and  the  front  of  Myricks  School  were  burned  over. 

During  the  months  of  April  and  May  the  fire  truck  with  two 
Deputies  was  sent  to  any  home  owners  residence  that  requested 
it  in  Berkley  to  burn  off  lawns  and  gardens  at  no  cost  for  the 
truck,  the  property  owner  paying  the  Deputy  hourly  wages. 

The  Town  was  fortunate  as  to  the  amount  of  damage  and 
cost  caused  by  forest  and  grass  fires  in  comparison  to  some  of  our 
neighboring  towns,  as  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September 
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were  very  dry,  and  I do  feel  due  to  fine  co-operation  of  the  resi- 
dents of  the  towns,  and  the  prompt  action  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment getting  to  the  scene  of  the  fire  held  the  loss  and  the  cost  to 
a minimum. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Deputy  Fire  Ward- 
ens, Police  Dept.,  and  others  who  have  co-operated  in  any  way 
in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  WELL  COMMITTEE 

Herewith  is  submitted  our  report  as  Well  Committee  for  the 

Town  of  Berkley: 

The  Committee  held  nine  meetings  during  the  past  year 
relative  to  obtaining  a larger  source  of  water  for  use  in  the  Berk- 
ley School  building.  This  committee  requested  permission  from 
the  Townspeople  at  one  special  Town  Meeting  for  a sum  of  money 
for  exploratory  work  on  the  school  grounds  and  the  Common 
only.  The  Committee  now  realizes,  after  several  tests  on  the 
Common,  that  it  should  also  have  requested  permission  to  look 
into  the  possibility  of  locating  a supply  of  water  on  adjacent 
private  property. 

First,  it  was  estimated  that  a minimum  yield  of  20,000  gals, 
of  water  per  day,  would  be  sufficient  water  for  school  purposes. 
Then  the  present  school  well  was  tested  and  found  to  have  a 
maximum  yield  of  only  3,300  gals,  per  day. 

Pipe  and  well  points  were  purchased  and  three  wells  were 
driven  on  the  Common  but  due  to  underground  formation  it  was 
impossible  to  pump  water. 

Caisson  Wells,  Inc.,  of  New  York  made  a field  reconnaissance 
of  the  School  area  and  adjacent  property  and  would  guarantee 
the  capacity  sought  by  means  of  a Caisson  Well.  To  install  this 
well  at  the  rate  of  $160.00  per  foot  of  well  below  ground,  to  a 
minimum  depth  of  20  feet. 
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R.  E.  Chapman  Co.  of  Oakdale,  Mass.,  would  guarantee  the 
yield  of  their  type  of  well  for  the  approximate  cost  of  $1,600.00 
only  after  driving  test  wells  at  the  rate  of  $2.73  per  foot,  costs 
of  test  wells  to  be  borne  by  Town. 

Bourdon  & Warren  of  Fairhaven,  Mass.,  would  construct  a 
stonewell  backed  with  crushed  stone  and  finished  with  concrete 
well  pipe  for  an  estimated  sum  of  $600.00. 

The  agent  of  an  adjacent  property  owner  offered  the  sale 
of  water  to  the  Berkley  School,  providing  that  the  Town  purchase 
all  necessary  pumping  equipment  and  defray  the  cost  of  installa- 
tion. Another  adjacent  property  owner,  has  offered  to  give  per- 
mission for  the  town  to  make  test  borings  on  his  property  and 
if  tests  prove  satisfactory  will  be  willing  to  make  a reasonable 
agreement  with  the  Town. 

The  Committee  hopes  to  have  additional  figures  and  inform- 
ation by  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  that  authorization 
be  granted  to  take  whatever  action  is  deemed  necessary  to  procure 
a suitable  water  bearing  area.  The  present  well  should  not  be 
disturbed  or  altered  in  any  way.  And  it  is  the  recommendation 
that  a shallow  well  be  constructed  because  of  its  lesser  cost  and 
higher  yield  of  water. 

The  Well  Committee  is  extremely  grateful  to  the  town 
officials  for  their  cooperation  and  to  the  townspeople  for  their 
willingness  to  assist.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Library  Committee  has  been 
endeavoring  to  rebuild  the  reference  library  which  has  become 
obsolete  since  it  was  first  established.  This  is  a slow  and  some- 
what discouraging  task  as  the  price  of  books  is  high,  the  demand 
for  light  fiction  is  great  and  the  Library  appropriation  is  low. 

We  have  been  the  recipients  of  additions  to  the  Library  from 
generous  donors,  notably  a series  of  the  Book  of  Knowledge  from 
a family  formerly  resident  in  Berkley  and  an  Americana  Encyclo- 
pedia from  a Library  which  was  putting  a newer  edition  on  its 
shelves.  It  is  heartening  to  know  there  are  those  whose  interest 
in  small  Libraries  leads  to  gifts  such  as  these. 

The  insurance  on  the  Library  building  and  contents  has  been 
increased  and  has  been  divided  so  that  an  equal  amount  is  due 
each  year.  This  eliminates  the  necessity  of  appropriating  an  addi- 
tional sum  every  three  years  for  this  purpose. 

We  would  like  to  remind  the  residents  of  Berkley  that  they 
may  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  of  the  Memorial  Hall  in  the 
basement  of  the  Library  building.  This  hall  may  be  rented  for  a 
nominal  sum  by  any  person  or  group  desiring  to  do  so.  The  hall 
was  finished  and  furnished  in  1920  by  the  Soldiers’  Monument 
Association  and  was  given  to  the  town  for  recreation  purposes 
as  a Memorial  to  soldiers  of  earlier  wars.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 

I respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  1952: 

This  past  year  considerable  time  was  spent  on  widening  over 
one  half  mile  of  Myricks  Street,  also  a short  piece  on  Elm  Street. 
Both  Myricks  and  Elm  Streets  will  be  surfaced  with  three  inches 
of  black  top  and  completed  this  year.  Approximately  seven  miles 
of  road  were  oiled,  and  ten  miles  of  brush  were  cut  on  the  road 
sides.  The  brush  cut  this  year  was  mainly  on  the  roads  carrying 
the  heaviest  traffic,  namely:  Berkley,  No.  Main  and  Bay  View 
Avenue.  This  year  it  is  my  intention  to  cut  the  brush  on  the 
secondary  and  gravel  roads. 

Many  people  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Highway  Surveyor 
can  spend  appropriations  when  and  where  he  sees  fit.  This  is  not 
the  case  at  all.  The  State  has  a District  Engineer  who  is  in  charge 
of  this  area  and  he  is  the  one  who  decides  which  roads  to  build  or 
gravel  or  oil,  also  the  type  of  materials  to  be  used.  The  Select- 
men and  the  Highway  Surveyor  can  recommend  to  the  State  a suit- 
able project,  as  was  done  with  Elm  Street  this  year,  but  the  de- 
cision lies  with  the  State  to  accept  or  reject  them.

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance  to 
first  grade. 


Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present 
a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his  physician  that 
vaccination  is  inadvisable. 


No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are  unable 
to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station 
WSAR,  Fali  River,  and  over  Radio  Station  WPEP,  Taunton. 
Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment  about  sending 
their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school 
is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  advis- 
able. 


Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils 
residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more 
than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living 
at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  transported  if  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time  it  is 
necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living  under 
the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with 
children  living  at  a greater  distance. 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who 
will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January 
first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Registration 
must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in  September, 
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REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Berkley.  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  School  Committee.  For  further  information  re- 
lating to  the  school  I refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  school  nurse 
and  the  music  supervisor. 

Financial 

In  1952  the  gross  cost  of  education  for  the  pupils  of  Berkley 
was  $40,073.75.  Because  the  Town  received  $19,588.98  in  reim- 
bursements from  the  State  the  net  operating  cost  was  $20,484.77. 
This  amount  is  only  $53.61  more  than  was  spent  in  1951,  but  is 
$1,246.41  less  than  in  1950  and  $437.06  less  than  in  1949.  Ap- 
proximately 49%  of  the  operating  costs  of  1952  were  reimbursed 
by  the  Commonwealth. 

The  1953  budget  as  approved  by  the  School  Committee  is 
$6,136.70  larger  than  that  for  1952.  Approximately  one  half  of 
this  amount  is  reimburseable.  This  increase  is  due  largely  to 
increases  in  transportation,  tuition  and  teachers’  salaries.  As 
of  January  1,  1953  it  becomes  necessary  to  increase  the  number 
of  buses  used  from  three  to  four  to  take  care  of  our  gradually 
increasing  enrollment.  The  Dighton  High  School  tuition  rate 
was  advanced  from  $150.00  to  $175.00  per  year. 

Other  increases  are:  books  $100.00,  supplies  $100.00,  janitor’s 
salary  $235.00,  electricity  $130.00,  and  miscellaneous  $100.00. 

Personnel 

After  teaching  in  Berkley  for  many  years  Mrs.  A.  Louise 
Unsworth  resigned  in  June  to  accept  a better  paying  position  in 
Taunton.  The  townspeople,  the  pupils,  and  the  chool  committee 
regrets  having  to  lose  the  services  of  Mrs.  Unsworth  who  did  so 
much  for  the  children  of  the  Town.  Mrs.  Millicent  Hackett,  who 
was  principal  of  the  Myricks  School  until  it  was  closed,  was  elected 
principal  of  the  Berkley  Grammar  School. 

Mr.  Richard  Fleming,  who  taught  grades  six  and  seven  for 
one  year,  resigned  in  June  to  accept  a teaching  position  in  Taun- 
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ton.  Miss  Emily  Dulak,  a resident  of  Berkley  and  a graduate  of 
Bridgewater  Teachers  College,  was  chosen  by  the  Committee  for 
the  vacancy. 

Mrs.  Anne  Green,  teacher  of  grades  three  and  four,  resigned 
in  June  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Florence  Farrar  of  Dighton. 
A graduate  of  Bridewater  Teachers  College,  Mrs.  Farrar  taught 
for  four  years  in  Weymouth  and  for  nearly  a year  in  Freetown. 

Mrs.  Joy  Nathanson  of  Somerset  was  elected  teacher  of  grade 
one  to  replace  Miss  Kathleen  Kelliher  who  resigned  to  teach  in 
Taunton.  Mrs.  Nathanson  is  a graduate  of  Bridgewater  Teach- 
ers’ College  and  has  had  two  years  teaching  experience  in  Dedham. 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Hayward,  the  music  supervisor  for  the  School, 
accepted  a full  time  position  as  supervisor  of  music  in  West 
Bridgewater.  Miss  Elizabeth  Spadea,  a graduate  of  Boston 
University  School  of  Music  and  a resident  of  Brockton,  com- 
menced her  work  in  November.  Considerable  difficulty  was 
encountered  in  finding  a suitable  teacher  for  this  department. 

This  replacement  of  two  thirds  of  the  regular  teaching  staff 
within  one  year  is  a condition  that  might  well  prove  detrimental 
should  it  continue.  Thus  far  we  have  been  very  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  find  suitable  teachers  even  though  we  have  had^very  few 
from  whom  to  choose. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  shortage  of  water  continues  to  be  a handicap  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  school.  In  addition  to  our  having  to  close 
school  on  a number  of  occasions  we  have  to  ration  the  water  to 
the  toilet  rooms.  The  valves  which  permit  water  to  fill  the  boxes 
is  slowed  down.  This  means  that  the  toilets  and  the  urinals 
cannot  be  flushed  normally.  This  situation  has  been  present  for 
a long  time  and  we  hope  that  it  may  be  remedied  in  the  very 
near  future. 

A certain  amount  of  filling  and  grading  was  done  at  the 
rear  of  the  school  to  make  this  area  more  adequate  for  play 
purposes.  The  installation  of  outdoor  basketball  backstops  was 
completed  during  the  summer. 

The  school  janitor,  in  addition  to  his  regular  work  of  main- 
tenance of  the  building  did  considerable  work  in  improving  the 
appearance  of  the  school.  Much  of  the  outside  woodwork  was 
painted,  all  floors  were  sealed  and  waxed,  the  boiler  room  walls 
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and  ceiling  were  cleaned  and  painted,  the  woodwork  in  the 
toilets  was  varnished,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  in  the  basement 
were  painted.  Two  bookcases  were  made  for  classrooms.  The 
brick  in  some  areas  of  the  front  of  the  building  was  pointed  up. 

During  the  year  the  Town  appropriated  money  for  the 
construction  of  the  welfare  office  in  the  basement. 

Using  the  auditorium  for  classroom  purposes  has  necessitated 
our  using  the  basement  for  some  of  the  activities  that  were  form- 
erly carried  on  upstairs.  Either  the  Town  or  the  School  Depart- 
ment should  consider  improving  this  basement  section  so  that  it 
may  be  used  to  a maximum  by  the  children  of  the  school  as  well 
as  by  the  town  groups.  This  project,  which  should  include 
constructing  some  type  of  stage,  could  be  done  with  a relatively 
small  expenditure  of  money. 

Books  and  Supplies 

These  two  items  take  up  a relatively  small  part  of  the  budget 
but  are  of  the  greatest  importance  in  the  teaching  situation. 
A teacher  is  handicapped  if  she  does  not  have  the  necessary  tools 
with  which  to  work.  To  spend  thousands  of  dollars  on  trans- 
portation, teachers’  salaries,  and  building  maintenance  and  at  the 
same  time  handicap  the  whole  educational  program  by  attempting 
to  save  a few  dollars  in  the  book  and  supply  items  would  be  very 
shortsighted.  Fortunately  we  have  been  able  to  supply  the  Berk- 
ley School  exceptionally  well.  Let  us  hope  th&t  we  may  continue 
to  do  so. 

General 

At  the  present  time  we  have  203  pupils  enrolled  in  the  gram- 
mar schools.  According  to  the  census  that  was  taken  several 
years  ago  we  can  expect  an  entering  first  grade  of  thirty-one 
pupils.  With  an  eighth  grade  graduating  class  of  only  nineteen 
students  the  enrollment  at  the  school  will  be  215  next  September. 
The  indications  are  that  the  school  will  become  more  crowded 
for  the  next  several  years. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  people  of  Berkley 
who  are  interested  in  maintaining  an  efficiently  operated  school 
system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe: 

The  annual  report  of  the  School  Health  Program  is  submitted 
each  year  that  parents  may  know  the  functions  of  the  school 
nurse  and  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  was  good  and  attendance 
excellent  until  early  spring  when  we  had  an  epidemic  of  measles 
and  mumps.  Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported. 
Eleven  tonsillectomies  were  performed  during  the  year. 

The  Diphtheria  Protection  clinic  sponsored  by  the  local 
Board  of  Health  was  held  in  March,  April  and  May.  Double 
antigen  to  protect  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  was  given  to 
fifty-two  school  children.  Triple  antigen  to  protect  against 
diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  was  given  to  eleven 
pre-school  children. 

Pre-school  clinic  was  held  on  May  27th  and  eleven  children 
were  vaccinated  and  given  a physical  examination  by  Dr.  Souza. 

In  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  the 
Mass.  Vision  test  was  given  to  all  pupils.  Parents  were  notified 
of  the  results  and  those  who  failed  the  test  were  asked  to  consult 
an  eye  specialist. 

Total  number  tested,  198 
Number  of  failures,  34 

To  date  seventeen  pupils  have  been  examined  by 
an  eye  specialist 
Eight  needed  glasses 
Two  needed  their  glasses  changed 
Seven  needed  no  treatment  at  present,  but  were 
asked  to  return  in  six  months. 

It  is  hoped  the  other  pupils  who  failed  the  test  will  consult 
an  eye  specialist  before  vacation  in  June. 

I want  to  thank  the  library  committee  for  granting  permission 
to  use  the  basement  of  the  library  for  this  test. 
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The  annual  physical  examination  has  been  done  by  Dr.  Souza. 
An  improved  general  appearance  of  the  pupils  who  had  tonsillec- 
tomies last  year  was  noted. 

Although  the  playground  is  always  well  supervised  accidents 
do  happen  at  times.  These  children  are  given  first-aid  treatment 
only,  and  taken  home  if  the  injury  warrants  it.  The  responsibility 
of  the  school  ends  there. 

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Berkley  Woman’s  Club  it  was 
voted  to  keep  a fund  of  $50.00  available  for  urgent  conditions 
arising  among  school  children.  Six  children  have  had  some 
dental  care  and  help  was  given  to  secure  plasses  for  one  child. 
This  help  is  appreciated  by  both  parents  and  me. 

The  home  visiting  part  of  my  work  is  of  great  importance, 
the  conference  between  parents  and  school  nurse  helps  solve  some 
problems. 

The  School  Committee  and  teachers  have  been  very  helpful 
in  every  way;  this  has  added  much  towards  a good  health  program.

It  is  my  hope  that  we  may  have  all  grades  contribute  to  this  by 
looking  up  material  which  may  be  used.  Thus  we  shall  create 
a keen  interest  throughout  the  school. 

Because  of  the  excellent  co-operation  from  the  teachers  and 
members  of  the  school  committee,  I find  my  work  in  Berkley 
extremely  interesting  and  pleasant.
